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‘Make Shoddy Films Unprofitable’ 


Berkeley, Cal., March 14 


Methodist Bishop Gerald Kennedy, of Los Angeles, wants to 
make “shoddy pictures unprofitable.” This was the gist of his mes- 
sage in an interview at Berkeley's Epworth Methodist Church, 
en route from Hawaii back to Los Angeles. 

“The film makers are in business to make money,” he said, “and 
they'll continue putting out shoddy movies unless we make it un- 
profitable. “Another danger in distorted films is the image they 
give America abroad, where 50% of the movie money comes from. 
Foreigners who see a film like ‘Elmer Gantry,’ for instance, get 
the idea that religion here is a racket. 

“The Broadcast and Film Commission of the National Council 
of Churches which I head is trying to help the industry police it- 
self. I also feel that some kind of grading of films is needed so that 
certain films which are intended for an adult audience will not be 


seen by children.”

A new, and perhaps most signif- 
cant, chapter in the corporate 
history of 20th-Fox was begun last 
week with the election to the 20th 
board of brokerage house reps 
John L. Loeb, senior partner of 
Carl M. Loeb, Rhoades & Co., and 
attorney Milton S. Gould, for 
Treves & Co 

Their election, first predicted in 
Variety in late January, thus gives 
voice to a powerful and sure-to-be 
articulate group of 20th’ share- 
holders who have been dissatisfied 
with some recent 20th _ policies. 
It's estimated that Loeb-Rhoades 
and Treves control about 400,000 
shares of 20th stock, in addtion 
to which other brokerage houses, 
which also have been buying up 
20th stock in last 18 months, con- 
trol another 400,000 which will 
vote with the Loeb-Rhoades-Treves 
directors. 


This would give the two new 
20th directors representation for 
approximately 800,000 shares of 


common, or over one-third of the 
company's 2,338,536 shares out- 
standing. To accommodate Loeb 


and Gould the 10-man board was 
increased to 12 


How much power 


to be considerable. As one insider 
put it, control of one-third of the 
stock of a company might not be 
significant if management has been 
successful in bringing up the pro- 
fils. but this has not been the case 
at 20th in last two years.

A Fat Corpus 

Reason for the brokerage houses 
interest in 20th is simple 
company, despite production losses, 
still is a very rich corporation. In 
1959, for example, all departments, 
with the exception of the studio, 
were operating in the black. Also, 
20th has a large group of “fringe” 
assets—real estate both here and 
abroad, film backlog, ete —which 
may eventually be spun off to 
the shareholder's advantage. 

Spokesmen for the  Loeb- 
Rhoades-Treves combine deny any 
intention of trying to unseat pre- 
sent 20th management or desire to 
take part in managerial decisions 
However, corporate policies are 
certainly due for careful scrutiny 
Perhaps the first indication of the 
latter was the announcement 
Friday (10) by prexy Spyros P.

Senate investigation into 
oe and violence in juvenile be- 
havior vis-a-vis crime and violence 
in motion pictures and television 
| shapes as one of the unhappier 
prospects on the Congressional 
horizon for both industrie 

The probe appears to have been 
triggered primarily by a report to 
the Senate Juvenile Delinquency 
Subcommittee which rapped both 
media for overlor children with 
product spurring “aggressive and 
sexual fantasies.” 

The report compiles the tindings 
and recommendations of the Con- 
ference on Impact of Motion Pic- 
tures and Television on Youth held 
last June in New York by the Na- 
tional Council on Crime and De- 
linquency The Ford Foundation 
| financed the conference 

It was not made clear why the 
Council sat on the report until 
‘now unless {t was to obtain the 
publicity advantage of releasing it 
before a well-covered Senate hear- 
ng 

Sen. Thomas Dodd ‘D-Conn,), 
Chairman of the Subcommittee 
said after the windup o. a two- 
day set of hearings on juvenile 
delinquency that his group would 
launch an investigation into ty and 
pictures “Everybody is up in 

rms about crime-and-violence,” 
he was quoted as saying. . 

The report, given the subcom- 
mittee by Milton G. Rector, execu- 
tive director of the Council, began 
with the premise that tv and films 
are powerful shapers of the child's 
mind—for good or evil—and had 
these kind words before launching 
the attack: 

“These modern media rep- 


l 


resent a significant contribu- 
tion to culture and entertain- 
ment. New windows to the 
world have opened to children 


and adults. Knowledge has 

generally been advanced fer 

millions. 

But it went on to say ‘The 
amount of time and number of tv 
programs involving crime, horror, 
violence is conspicuou Rather 


than diversification and balance of 
‘menu’ there appears a preponder- 
ance of such programs : 

“Public concern has been ex- 
pressed about the bad effects of 
the horror, crime. violence and sex 
movies and tv shows on the vouth 
ot the nation and its re ationship 
to juvenile delinquency 


Stereotypes 


The report said tv and pictures 
have an effect of “creating and re- 
inforcing certain ste reoty pes, 
antisocial attitudes and behav or 
patterns” which are “intensifed by 
dramatization and glamorization.” 
As examples it gave 

“1. The weak, comic or brutal 
father and his representatives, the 
stupid, ineflectual, callous police 
as well as other authority figures 
such a judge, law enforcement per- 
sonnel and institutions in our so- 
ciety, 

“2. The well-meaning but in- 
effectual or naive mother and her 
representatives, the teachers or so- 
cial worker 

“3. The teenager devoted only to 
pleasure- seeking and depicted 
largely as a non-contributing, if 
not actually dangerous, member of 
society 

‘4. The criminal who has pros- 
pered for many years belore hig 
downfall in the last three minutes 
of the program 

The two media, according to the 
report, also hive what it termed 
“effects on reinforcement of real- 
itv—tantasy confusions,” and ex- 


plained: 

“Whether because of 
immature capacity 
ity and fantasy or this 
function of their mental develop- 
ment is poorly develope'l, the con- 
stant viewing of programs , 
present these children with too 
large quantities of material which

The two most highly praised (by 
U.S. critics) of recent Soviet films 
—‘The Cranes Are Flying” and 
“Ballad of A Soidier’’—are not fit 
for “home consumption” from the 
Soviet point of view, according to 
an article entitled “Soviet Motion 
Picture Requirements” by Arkady 
Gaev. Gaev is a former Soviet 
journalist who now writes for the 
Institute for the Study of the 
USSR, made up of scholars who 
have left the Soviet Union 

Despite the fact that “Cranes” 
and “Soldier” were not' overly well 
received at home, the Soviets 
chose to export them to the West 
because of their lack of revolu- 
tionary romanticism and Commu- 
nist patriotism. However, just be- 
cause they were free of political 
and Ideological overtones, says 
Gaev, “these movies could not be 
considered by Soviet critics ag 
art, which must be ‘rich with 
bright events—the affairs of the 
remarkable Soviet people.” 

He adds that any film that even 
vaguely violates this rule requir- 
ing such “brightness” is accused 
of idealism, “a favorite whipping 
boy of Soviet critics at the present 
time.” 

Gaev suggests that the Soviet 
leaders were aware that the two 
| films would be well received in 
the West, and thus approved their 
submission to international film 
festivals, “providing an excellent 
illustration of how pure art and 
a philosophical viewpoint censured 
|at home are exploited abroad for 
political purposes.”

| West Berlin's cinema owners got 
together here last week to decide 
what to do next over their protests 
against the overly high amusement 
tax. It was decided to go on a 
one-day protest strike April 10, 
which means the city’s cinemas will 
remain closed that day. On the 
night of April 10, local exhibs will 
stage a mass protest meeting at 
Zoo Palast. 

Another problem was discussed, 
The so-called “market stoppage 
on films that have been declared 
“artistically outstanding’ by the 
West German pic. classification 
board. This designation which is 
used to foster the good films means 
tax relief and is therefore highly 
appreciated by both exhibs and 
distribs alike. 


In West Berlin, cultural authori- 


ties have long used a policy by 
which every film that has been 
given such a distinction can be 
seen by people from Soviet-con- 
trolled territories on a 1:1 (‘one 
East Mark-one West Mark) basis. 
Otherwise one West Mark corre- 


about 4.50 East Marks. 

As well meaning as this measure 
is intended, it has negative results: 
Exhibs, of course, give preference 
to those pix as latter’s 1:1 advan- 
tage attracts the East Berliners 
and, consequently, biz is better. 
The situation now is such that pix 
of this type register often get con- 
siderably longer runs at preem 
houses even if the reviews are not 
so good.

sion lures the East people. This 
means that the second-run houses 
have to wait often longer than ex- 
pected for fresh product.

CBS has laid down a broad poli- 
cy which forbids its employees to 
participate in activities or financial 
dealings which conceivably could 
result in a conflict of interests with 
their network posts. The network 
has also set up a conflict of Inter- 
ests Committee headed by Ralph 
F. Colin to implement the policy. 

Main injunctions set down in 
the policy apply to outside activi- 
ties and ownership in companies 
competing with or doing business 
with CBS. The stock ownership 
rules also prevent CBS officers 
from holding stock in competing 
networks of their parents such as 
RCA and American Broadcasting- 
Paramourt Theatres. 

Beyond the general rule ban- 
ning participation or ownership in 
companies competing with or do- 


| ing business with CBS, the policy 


also forbids any executive or his 
immediate family from holding an 
interest in any organization oper- 
ating 2 radio or tv station or net- 
work; the sale or manufacture of 


| radio or tv transmitting or studio 


equipment; the production, sale or 
licensing or purchase of any ra- 
dio or tv program or “any element 
thereof"; the music publishing 
business; the representation of ra- 
dio or tv performers or recording 
articts; the station rep business; 
the ad agency business or the 
wholesale distribution of any prod- 
ucts manufactured by CBS or its 
subsidiairies or which compete 
with those manufactured by CBS 
and its subsids. 

Policy outline also prohibits 
“acceptance by any employee, or 
any member of his immediate fam- 
ily, of any commission, share in 
or other payments, loans 
‘other than with ectablishel bank- 
ing or financial institutions) serv- 
ices, entertainment and travel and 
gifts’ from any organization or 
individual “doing, or seeking to 
do. business with or competing 
with, CBS or any of its subsidi- 
aries.” Also included in this 
ukase are companies engaged in 
the businesses mentioned above, 
but excepted are “the courtesies 
openly accepted and given as part 
of the usual business amenities.” 

Employees must also report 
holdings of listed stocks when 
they or their family own 1% or 
more of any class of securities of 
a single company, and when their 
holdings in a single company total 
more than $10,060 or 3° of the 
emplovee’s vross assets. Officers 
of CBS Inc. and its divisions must 
report ownership, regardless of 
amount, of any siock they hold in 
companies competing w:tn CBS or 
its subsids or engaged in any of 
the activities singled out above

He Hears America Singing 
Pe EEE SO 


Ithough the 1927 headline, “Lindy Spans 

Atlantic Alone!”, made most of the world 

tingle with admiration, not all observers were 

equally impressed. The feeling among some was 

that the feat would have been even more remark- 
able if he’d done it with a committee. 

It’s true that some things are essentially a 
solo operation, while others flourish best as a 
communal activity. Take group-singing, for ex- 
ample. Group-singing without a group is a bit 
ridiculous. Any guy who tries to sing a community 
sing all by himself has to be kind of punchy. 

And that’s why Mitch Miller went to the trou- 
ble of hiring a batch of fine male singers, when 
he embarked on his “Sing Along with Mitch” idea 
for recordings three years ago. Despite the knowl- 
edge that he was personally endowed with the 
greatest singing voice since George Burns, he 
never really considered going it alone. Not by the 
beard on his chinny-chin-chin. 


How wise he was. In no time at all, nostalgic 


“Sing Along with Mitch” melodies like “Baby 


Face,” “Three O'Clock in the Morning” and 
“Long Long Trail” were jogging memories, warm- 
ing cockles and building up throat muscles. (You 
remember cockles and muscles.) 

Never a man to let well-enough alone—oboe 
players are a strange breed—Miller was curious 
to see how the “Sing Along” concept would fare 
in television. The chance came last sprmg, when 
“Sing Along with Mitch” was presented on NBC 
as a Ford Startime special. 

The success of this special was not a foregone 
conclusion. After all, the appeal of the “Sing 
Along” notion was essentially to the ear. And 
Mitch, by insisting on the same singers he’d been 
using for the albums, didn’t appear to be helping 
matters any on the visual side. 

For all their magnificent singing artistry, 
these guys were not the most telegenic chaps ever 
to come down the pike. Baldness, middle-age 
spread and other healthy infirmities ran rampant 
in the Gang. With a show-business world full of 


flawless profiles at his disposal, Mitch was deter- 
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mined to give us not just the man-next-door but 
his uncle and brother-in-law as well. 

How did it all come out? Peachily. Viewers 
loved the music, loved the guys, loved everything. 
More than 12,000 of them took the trouble to 
write letters saying so. And many of these mash- 
notes expressed the feeling that this sort of group- 
singing on T'V was a long-overdue blessing. 

NBC got the message. Mitch and his Gang 
were brought back for a series of seven shows, the 
first of which went on the air January 27. Since 
that date, there’s been a “Sing Along” every other 
Friday night, aad public response has been little 
short of phenomenal. If all the fan letters were 
Jaid end to end, they’d make the “Long Long 
Trail” look like a short walk to the refrigerator. 

THE FINAL SHOW in the current series 
will be the one of April 21, but when the program 
returns to NBC in the fall, itll be seen every 
Thursday evening, instead of on alternate Fridays. 

~ It wouldn’t be quite correct to say that Mitch 
and the Gang are the entire show. A couple of 
easy-to-take soloists—Diana Trask and Leslie 
Useams—are usually on hand to raise their voices 
in song; and there's also a line of dancing gals 
pretty enough to take any ured businessman’s 
mind off his fatigue. 

But most of the program is carried by the 
25-man Gang, whose singing arrangements have 
the considerable virtue of being non-cornball. 
Hoking-up an old song is something Mitch won’t 
tolerate. “We don’t use corny orchestrations,” he 


says, “and we don’t deliver the songs in a kidding 


way. We take this music seriously.” 

In a similarly sensible manner, wordy intro- 
ductions to the musical numbers are strictly ver- 
boten. In fact, there are sometimes as many as 
seven to 13 minutes of music without any inter- 
ruptions at all. 

AS FOR THE THEME or “thread” running 
through each show, it can be one of time, _place, 
general subject matter or even some recurring 
visual device, such as the stereopticon effect used 
on last week’s program. All these factors make 
“Sing Alone” an outstanding NBC attraction. 

But despite the care and ingenuity going into 
each performance, it’s probable that no group in 
all of television has more fun putting a program 
together, And that same tension-free camaraderie 
comes across beautifully on the TV screen. 

It’s a spirit that’s also become familiar to the 
management of a certain Italian restaurant across 
the street from NBC’s color studio in Brooklyn, 
where “Sing Along” originates. At a rehearsal 
break for lunch, it’s not unusual for Mitch and a 
score or more of his jolly singers to march into 
the small, neighborhood eatery en masse, an in- 
vasion for which the place is never quite prepared. 

At such times, the ever-helpful Mitch walks 
straight into the kitchen to give the chef a hand 
in preparing a meal for the Gang. What Miller’s 
real motive is for all this we 
can’t say for sure; but we have a 
pesky suspicion that an album 
called “Cook Along with Mitch” 
may already be fn the oven.

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Pubs Face Technical KO By ‘Poor Investments’ SEC Socks Roulette 





dustries as well as those of the 
writers.” 

The original action of Norbay 
Musi against King Records 
stemmed from a move by the pub- 
lisher to collect mechanical royal- 
ties on a tune titled “Slow Walk” 
from King on the grounds that the 
diskery failed te comply with the 
compulsory licensing provisions of 
the Copyright Act. Under the lat- 
ter provision, if a diskery fails to 
obta a license from a publisher 
to cul a specific tune, the diskery 
must pay the publisher the full 
royalties within 30 days of such 
a demand 

King's central defense, which 
was upheld by the court, was that 
the publisher had “failed to file a 
notice in the copyright office of its 
use of the musical composition, 
‘Slow Walk,’ for recording’ pur- 
poses” and hence its copyright was 
“void and invalid and has no ef- 
fect 

fhe facts in the case are as fol- 
lows: On Oct. 2, 1956, Mercury was 
issued a license to record “Slow 
Walk.” During September and 
early October of that year, King 


recorded the same tune without ! 


applying for a license. The pub- 
lisher filed a “notice of use” with 
the Copyright Office on Nov. 26, 
1957, or more than a year later. 


Meantime, Mercury had sold 286.- | 


041i copies of the “Slow Walk” disk 
and King sold 284,513 copies of its 
disk before the “notice of use” 
was filed 

rhe Federal district court held 
that the sole question for deter- 
mination was “whether a late fil- 


ing of the notice of use is effective | 
in mitigating the absolute har to} 


suit by the (Copyright) Act.” The 
court held that since the publisher 
failed to comrly with the Copy- 
right Act by filing his notice of use 
when he licensed Mercury Records, 
the action for royalties is now 
barred 

In its brief upon the appeal, the 
publisher has made two conten- 
tions: (1), the copyright owner is 
entitled to recover statutory royal- 
ties under the Copyright Act even 
though it may be barred from a 
recovery against the diskery as an 
infringer, which would involve 
penalty damages; and (2) King 
Rec ords pressed “Slow Walk” prior 
to making a search in the Copy- 
rgiht Office to ascertain if notice 
of use was filed and hence }/s an 
infringer. Chappell Music has also 
filed an amicus curiae brief mak- 
ing the same contention as the 
publishers under the (1) heading. 

Abeles’ Brief 

Abeles’ brief buttresses the pub- 
Iisher's side with additional argu- 
ments based on previous decisions, 


involving infringements of copy- | 


rights by various phases of the disk 
industry. Abeles pointed out that 
King Records, having started to 
manufacture “Slow Walk” during

11956, had in actuality beat the 
initial license granted to Mercury 
fecords on Oct. 2 of that year. 
Therefore he argues, King Ree- 
ords had infringed “Slow Walk” 
even before a notice of use was re- 
quired. The  publisher’s failure 
to file such a notice after granting 
a license to Mercury cannot affect 
the right of recovery against King, 
Abeles contended. 

Another point raised over the 
wording of the Copyright Act is 


that there is no time limitation un- | 


der which the notice of use must 


be filed. In the “Slow Walk” case, | 
the notice of use wag filed until} 
Nov, 26, 1957 just prior to the in- | 
stitution of the suit and after King | 


had manuta.tured the bulk of its 
“Slow Walk” records. The lower 
court ruled that any delay in the 
filing will forever bar the publisher 
from making recovery for infringe- 
ments perpetrated subsequently to 
‘such a filing. 

Abeles argued that the publisher 
certainly has the right to recover 


Act after filing a notice of use, 
irrespective of his rights before 
filing such a notice. Otherwise, he 
pointed out that every copyright 
which did not have a prompt filing 
;of a notice of use would be in- 
eligible for mechanical royalties, a 
situation that would constitute a 
field day for pirates, bootleggers 
and other shady operators eager to 
take advantage of a legal tech- 
nicality. 
Supreme Court Decision 

In this regard, Abeles’ brief 
quotes a Supreme Court decision 
which held: “The purpose of the 
lact of 1909 was to open a path for

Abeles pointed out .that many 
disk companies actually begin re- 
cording before clearing the rights

records for submission to disk com- 
panies. In either case, Abeles 
pointed out that it would be simple 
for an “unscrupulous” manufac- 
turer to be informed of such rec- 
lords and then launch a “crash pro- 
| gram” to get his disk to the mar 
|ket before a legit disker. If filing 
of notice of us was delaved, then

Spotlights Rising Nitery Minimums 


Despite declining nitery trade in 


many sections of the country, min- 
imum prices are edging upwards 
especially in situations where top 
names are booked. The scale 
of $17.50 cover plus $6 minimum 
for the opening of Frank Sinatra 
at the Fontainebleau, 
Beach last week is a sample. Last 
winter he got $25 straight for the 
“Summit” show. Minimum sub- 
sequent to the opening was set at 
$10 with no cover. The Eden Roc, 
M.B., also goes way up, depending 
on the star. 

Another indication of the rising 
graph of minimal spending re- 
quired to see top names is the hik- 
ing of the $6.50 minimum at the 
International, N. Y., to $7 with 
the opening of the Ritz Bros. The 
$7 tap is also set up at the Blue 
Angel, N. Y., on some opening 
nights and weekends. The Latin 
Quarter, N. Y., has long had a $7

Circuit of Overseas Military Clubs 


Gives Steady 


Time to US. Talent 





By HAZEL GUILD 
Wiesbaden, March 14. 
“There’s more work here in Eu- 
rope for entertainers than in any 
other area in the world,” accord- 
ing to one of the top booking agents 
working with the military clubs 
in Germany and France, Allan 
Blackburn 
Blackburn, who with his wife 
runs the Gail Blackburn agency 
here, added, “An act can play 48 
weeks a year—that is much more 
time than it can work in 
States.” While the pay is slightly 
less than it is in the States, Black- 
burn added, costs of living are con- 
siderably less 
“A good middle class act can 
earn from $600 to $700 a@ week 
here,” Blackburn reported. And 
he’s gotten as much as $5,000 for 
a one-nighter with Louis Arm-

At the U. S. Army Clubs in the 
little town of Baumholder, where 
many troops are stationed, Black- 
burn arranged the $5,000 fee as a 
joint venture for three clubs, the 
officers, the non-commissioned of- 
ficers and the enlisted men’s club. 

When Armstrong played at the 
base, it was staged at the base gym 
where 4.000 people could be seated. 
For this event admission charge 
was $1.50 per person, although at 
most of the military clubs, the en- 
tertainment is provided free to the 
members 

There are about 500 Army and 
Air Force clubs in Europe. And 
about 20 of them can afford good 
shows during the week—mainly be- 
cause of the increased income from 
the slot machines. “The big clubs 
may be making from $15,000 to 
$20,000 a month profit from the 
slot machines—and they can plow 
that money back into entertain- 
ment for their members,” Black- 
burn said. For many of the smaller 
clubs, though there is little hope of 
bringing in the good acts. 

Blackburn is currently booking 
June Christy at about 20 of the 
top Army and Air Force clubs in 
Germany and France, and has the 
Four Freshmen playing roughly 
the same group of clubs, where 
about 16,000 personnel will be able 
to see them. He plans to bring over 
Dennis Day within the next few 
weeks, and the Andrews Sisters in 


May. Likewise, he is negotiating 
with Tony Bennett, Patti Page, 
Eydie Gorme, Betty Hutton and 
Lionel Hampton 

Biackburn cuts down costs for 


the military clubs by bringing in 
acts that have been booked in Lon- 
don, Then he splits the plane fares 
with the London bookers. The mili- 


tary, which used to supply many 
extras, like plane and bus and hous- 
ing for the acts, has cut all that 
out, and these additional costs 


must be absorbed by the agents 

Blackburn said, “The military 
clubs are often better than the 
commercial clubs in America and 
England as far as facilities are 
concerned.” Stages, lighting, seat- 
ing for the guests, and dressing 
rooms and equipment for the acts 
are often superb overseas. 

Much of the facilities available 
for the military clubs, though, de- 
pend on the interest of the club 
managers. And sometimes in the 
out-of-the-way smaller clubs, the 
act still has to dress in the man- 
ager’s office and perform on a 
broken-down stage with bad lights, 
he said. 

One problem in the military ts 
that the Army does not provide 
a job classification for club man- 
agement, and men from other total- 
ly unrelated fields are 
signed to these jobs. In the Air 
Force, club management is a career 
and the men generally stay in that 
field. 

Another problem its that the 
Army generally demands auditions 
before booking the acts

And the joints still are employ~ 
ing the play on strip names.

Four gals are all lookers, excel- 
lent dancers and hard workers.

atre. The Jean Kerr play should 
have a long run in New York and 
be a ‘success on tour, besides be- 
coming a staple for stock and little 
theatres and making a honey of a 
picture. In short, the works. 
Mrs. Kerr plainly wasn't trying 
emulate Ibsen’s “A_ Doll’s 
House” or even Noel Coward's 
“Private Lives,” in this amiable 
fable about a nice young couple 
who, though in process of divorce, 
are still in love and manage to get 
back together in time for the third- 
act curtain. “Mary, Mary” is that 
almost legendary theatrical staple, 
a tender, laugh-filled show about 
people you like, amusing people 
you care about and enjoy being 
with. In an era of depressing the- 
atrical portentiousness, it's de- 
lightfully entertaining. 

Reputedly based on an actual 
situation involving some of Mrs. 
Kerr’s friends, “Mary, Mary” is 
written primarily from the 
woman's point of view, with a 
heroine who's not so much 
trary as seemingly incapable of 
resisting an urge toward inoppor- 
tune flippancies. The husband. a 
decent enough chap, has an ultra- 
sensitive male ego, air infuriating 
ignorance of feminine vanity, and 
a baffling inability to see trans- 
parent facts. 

Although there are few explo- 
sive lavghs, with most of the com- 
edy in the form of line jokes rather 
than situations, the humor bubbles 
along refreshingly. Unlike most 
comedies, it gives the impression 
of having had some of the jokes 
trimmed out, rather than 
been packed with them during re- 
hearsals and tryout tour. In anv 
case, the laughs don’t interfere 
with the story. 

As readers of the bestselling 
“Please Don’t Eat the Dnaisies”

In doing a stage adaptation of 
the novel “The Devil's Advocate,” 
Dore Schary has tried to dramatize 
a story about an alleged miracle, 
and it would have been miraculous 
if he had succeeded. The play, 
which opened last Thursday night 
(9) at the Billy Kose Theatre 
(formerly Natjonal), is worthy of 
respect, but it’s hardly a boxoffice 
bet for Broadway. It should be 
better as screen material (Warner 
Bros. acquired the rgihts in a pre- 
production deal). 

According to those who have 
read it, Morris L. West's original 
book was compelling and inspir- 
ing, but difficult to visualize as a 
play. The story concerns a good 
but curiously bloodless English 
priest’s search for an abiding faith, 
for his own soul. Sent by a Roman 
Cardinal to an Italian mountain 
village to investigate a claim of 
beatification, the learned man of 
God acquires humility from the 
simple peasants and, although he 
neither authenticates nor disproves 
the supposed miracles or the sane- 
tity of the martyred subject, he 


finds the divine belief he has 
sought. 

This 1s, inevitably, a story of 
inner question and conflict and 
decision, with the vital “action” 
taking place “offstage” in the 
| mind and heart of the priest. The 
flashback events he uncovers and 


which resolve his uncertainties, 
are tangible and can be presented 


in terms of physical action. But 
they actively involve only the 
secondary characters. Although 
the real, inner drama_ involving 


‘the priest can be eloquently ex- 


pressed on the printed page, it 
cannot be represented in stage 
| action. 

“The Devil's Advocate” tends, 
| therefore, to be a drama on an 
intellectual and spiritual theme 
rather than the story of a real 
person. In consequence, it lacks 


identification and compulsion for 
general audiences. An extra handi- 
cap financially is that the produc- 
tion, capitalized at $150.000, must 
have cost more than that, and re- 
portedly needs $32,000 to break 
even.
